animals and the result is that the 
herd has been sadly depleted. It is 
understood that the disease was in- 
troduced into the herd by some pure 
bred sires that were bought from 
other points.

of thirty-live farms in Wood County 
was .$550.09, the average for the 
slate, '140 farms, was $S<I4.3G.

the slate was ?-1556 G8. This means, 
money invested in machinery, live 
stock, etc. 
Mr. Otis said that what

Given Up to Die Has the Laugh 


on the Doctors. 


If the doctors have given you up 


to die of tuberculosis, don't do It, but 
go and get a dose of the measles, and 
•when you have recovered from the 
combination you will not have any 
tuberculosis, and will be as likely to 
outlive tha doctor as he will be to 
outlive you.

GIVES VIEW OF THE OCEAN 


.Periscope, "Eye of the Submarine," Is 


In Many Respects a Remarkable 


Invention. 
* 


The great fault o£ the early subma- 


rines was that they could not see once 
ithey were below' the surface of the 
,-water. The invention of the periscope 
•Itered all that, and gave the modern 
•nbmarine a marvelous eye by means 
id which it could see over the surface 
ft the ocean, though the body of the 


submarine is completely below the 
waves. 


The eye of tha submarine 
is a 


straight, hollow tube starting from the 
steering chamber of the vessel, and 
projecting above the surface of the 
waves when the boat Is submerged. 


As the periscope Is only a matter of 


six Inches In diameter-, and only pro- 
jects some 18 inches above the waves, 
it Is a most difficult thing for an enemy 
to see. Its total length is about 15 
feet. 


The submarine's eye IB really a com- 


bination of telescope and camera oh- most progressive and powerful ^of the 
scura. At the top is a powerful lens, 
and Inside, at intervals all the way 
down, is a series of mirrors which 
carry the reflection of what Is above 
the surface to the watcher in the sub- 
marine 15 feet below.

ELECTION NOTICE 


Office of the City Clerk, March 23, 1915. 


To the Electors of Grand Rapids, Wisconsin: 


Xot-ce is hereby given that a municipal election Is to be held in the 


several wards and election precincts in the city of Gand Rapids, on the sixth 
day o£ Xptil, 1915, at which the officers named below are to be chosen. The 
names of the candidates lor each office to be voted for whose nominations 
have been certified to this office, are given opposite to the title of the offlce, 
and under the proper party or other designations, each in its proper col- 
umn, and the question submitted to a vote are as stated below: 


Information to Voters. 


The following instructions are given for the information and guidance 


of voters: 
(a) 
A voter upon entering the poling place and giving his 


name and residence, wll itceive a ballot from the ballot clerk which must 
have endorsed thereon the names or initials of both ballot clerks, and no 
other ballot* can be used. Upon receiving this ballot, the voter must retire 
alone to a booth or compartment and prepare the same for voting. 
A ballot 


clerk may inform the voters to the proper manner of marking a ballot, but 
he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. 


(b) 
If a voter wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any 


party he shall make a cross or other mark under the party designation 
printed at the top of the ballot in the circle made for that purpose. A ballot 
so marked and having no other mark will be counted for all the candidates 
of that party in the columnX underneath, unless the names of some of the 
candidates of the party have been erased or a name shall be written in, or a 
cross mark be placed in the square at the right of the name or names of can- 
didates in another column. If the voter does not wish to vote for all the' 
candidates nominated by one party, he shall mark his ballot by making a 
cross or mark in the square at the right of the name of the candidate for 
whom he intends to vote or by inserting or writing in the name of the 
candidate. 


(c) 
The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the 


ballot be spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue 
another in its stead, but no more than three in all shall be issued to any 
one voter. 
Five minutes time Is allowed in booth to mark ballot. Un- 


official or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his ballot can 
be taken into the booth, and may be used to copy from. The ballot must not 
be shown so that any person can see how it has been marked by the voter. 


(d) 
Afer it is marked it should be folded so that the inside cannot be 


seen, but so that the printed indorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks 
on the outside may be seen. Then the-voter should pass out of the booth or 
compartment, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, 
hand him his ballot to be placed in the box and pass out of the voting place. 


(e) 
A voter, who declares to the presiding officer that lie is unable to 


read, or that by reason of physical disability he is unable to mark his ballot, 
can have assistance of one sr two election officers in marking same, to be 
chosen by the voter; and if he declares that he Is totally blind,,he may be 
assisted by any person chosen by him from among the legal voters of the 
county. The presiding officer may administer an oath, in his d'scretion as 
to each person's disability.

in its stead, but not more than three in all shall be issued to any one voter. 


• Five minutes time is allowed in the boothto mark ballot. 
Unofficial ballots 


or memorandum to assist the voter in marking hisballot can be taken in to 


. the booth, and may be used to copy from. 
The ballot must not be shown 


so that any person can see how it has been marked by the voter. 


After the ballot is marked it should be folded so that the inside can- 


not be seen, but so that the printed endorsements and signatures of the 
ballot clerks on the outside may be seen. Then the voter should pass out 
of the booth or compartment, give his name to the inspector in charge of 
the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed in the box, and pass out of 
the voting place. 


A voter who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, 


or that by reason of physical disabilitly he is unable to mark his ballot 
can;have assistance of one or two election officers in marking same, to be 
chosen by the voter; arid if he declares he is totally blind, he may be assist- 
ed by any person chosen by him from among the legal voters of the county. 
The presiding officer may administer an oath in his discretion, as to such 
person's disability.

A Wisconsin man has a son who, 


while displaying most ot the signs 
of at least ordinary intelligence, had 
always done very poorly in his school 
work.

error In the boy's eyesight as the 
cause of hU> poor scholarship 
The 


father doubted it,

right lazy.

I am reporting an actual case, 1 can- 
not do so yet. 
Too many years had 


been wasted and the boy was too old 
la be humiliated by being sent back 
to the primary grades. 
In nvmy re- 


spects his information fur exceeded 
that of most boys of bib own age. He 
has left school now and Is doing as 
well as does the average boy with an 
undisciplined 
mind. 
His 
greatest 


hope for the future lies in the fact 
that he is beginning to realize his 
handicap and is doing some night and 
correspondence study to bridge the 
gap In his schooling; but he will have 
to pay a heavy price for what would 
have been cheap lu his childhood. 


MORAL:—If you have a child who 


Is not displaying a normal curiosity 
to bee for^ himself what Is inside of 
books, have his eyes examined before 
an irreparable injury has been done.

A strange shipwreck story, unreport 


ed by cable from the Azores, arrived 
at New York from Horta, Fayal, by the 
Holland-America 
freighter 
Zaandjk, 


which was forced to put into this port 
by heavy weather that reduced her 
coal supply. Captain Barendsen saya 
he learned from the skipper of the 
Norwegian tank steamship La Habra, 
which arrived at Horta on February 7, 
bound from Talara bay, Peru, by way 
of the Panama canal, for London, that 
her cargo of benzine caused an explo- 
sion aboard as she was Hearing the 
Azores to replenish her bunkers. 


La Habra was quickly ablaze from 


Btem to stern. About half of the crew 
were on the forward part of the tank 
and the other half aft. Fearing that 
the falls and other boat gear would 
be burned, the tank's skipper ordered 
all hands to leave her in lifeboats and 
stand by. The engines had been 
stopped and La Habra drifted into the 
trough and, as she was deeply laden, 
the seas, which were very high, washed 
over her. 


The chief officer and five men were 


in a boat towing astern when the 
hatches of the tank were blown off and 
cataracts of blazing benzine shot over 
her sides and stern. Tlie boat's painter 
was burned off 'and the chief offlcei 
and his men went drifting down the 
blast, being without oars or sail, and 
disappeared. 
TUB other boats were 


threatened with destruction by th 
burning benzine, which spread out al 
around La Habra, making her look Ilk 
a fire ship in a lake of flame. 


The skipper of the tank expectet 


her to be destroyed utterly before hi 
eyes. vHe was elated when a gian 
comber broke around her, dousing th 
fire almost completely.

helped in, the work, and all hands e.% 
cept the chief officer and those in th 
vanished boat went back on their ship 
They found that all charts, books an 
instruments of navigation had been d 
stroyed.

It is performed before a cross on 


which a dummy figure has been nailed. At the 
conclusion the figure is taken down from the 
cross and placed in a white sheet, the crown of 
thorns and the nails drawn from the "hands" and 
"feet" being placed on silver salvers. After this 
a procession is formed which leads to the stone 
of unction, where sermons are delivered In six 
different languages. 


Saturday afternoon we witnessed the ceremony 


of the "holy fire," to the minds of the pilgrims 
the -most Important of all. There is a certain 
impresslveness about it, but the grandeur Is lost 
!nx the mad struggle between the Latin and 
Greek worshipers that changes what should be 
a solemn ceremony into a veritable mob scene. 
At the time we were there much talk was heard 
of either abandoning this ceremony or greatly 
modifying It, and I must confess that all of our 
party agreed that unless it could he conducted 
in an orderly manner it should certainly be aban- 
doned. 
There is an old tradition in Jerusalem that 


long after Christ had arisen and departed from 
the holy sepulcher holy fire from heaven was 
seen to descend into the sepulcher. 
Time has 


. deprived this tradition of the greater part of its 


weight, but it must be admitted that many of

It was interesting but by no means comfort- 


ing to note the hatred exhibited on every hand 
by the Turks 
We watched the line forming for a procession 


where the Turkish soldiers were.drawn up as 
a guard, much as city policemen keep back the 
crowds during a parade in this country. When- 
ever a Turk got in the crowd he was well handled 
and assisted to a vantage point if he cared to 
see, although for the most part the Turks would 
not deign to look upon it. Whenever one of the 
Christians was pushed by the crowd into the line 
of Turkish soldiers he waa promptly and effective- 
ly pounded with the butt of a rifle. Not openly, 
but rather surreptitiously, the soldier stared 
straight front'at the same time he maliciously 
and viciously jabbed backward with rifle butt, 
generally grievously hurting whoever was unfor- 
tunate enough among the pilgrims to be crowded 
against the lines. Above all it was the Armenians 
who were fhus gbused. 


On Sunday morning there were more cere- 


monies in. the Church of the Holy Sepulcher. 
These ceremonies were conducted in many lan- 
guages, and the vestments worn by the priests 
were unusually gorgeous.

At noon on Sunday the Easter week ceremonies 


were over for the year. ' An hour later the great 
army of pilgrims was flocking out of the city. 
In all directions they were traveling with their 
few belongings in bundles, but by far the greater 
number journeyed out on the highways that led 
across the Holy Land and into Russia. 


By night not a pilgrim remained, while all 


along the roads round about the holy city were 
left the litter and the ashes of. the campflres 
where so many thousands had encamped during 
the week.

Real Sanitation In Air Towel. 


An "air towel" used in the large 


public lavatory In the District build- 
Ing at Washington, D. C., is the inven- 
tion of J. M. Ward, superintendent of 
the District building. In appearance 
It resembles a rectangular box eleven 
inches by three, set In a sanitary bass 
having twelve-Inch legs, with an open- 
Ing in the top of the case in which 
the wet hands are held while being 
dried. The device consists of a blow- 
er that forces air through an electric 
heating element to ducts and deflectors 
suitably placed tor distributing the 
warmed air to all parts of the hands 
at the same time, and is operated by 
a foot lever or pedal, which in turn 
operates a quick-acting switch, there- 
by setting the blower in motion. By 
removing the foot the device is put 
out of operation.

Captain Barendsen says 
he learned from the skipper of the 
Norwegian tank steamship La Habra. 
which arrived at Horta on February 7. 
bound from Talara bay. Peru by wa> 
of the Panama canal, foi London, that 
her cargo of benzine caused an explo- 
sion aboard as she was nearmg the 
Azores to replenish her bunkers. 


La Habra was quickly ablaze from 


stem to stern. About half of the crew 
were on the forward part of the tank 
and the other half aft. 
Fearing that 


the falls and other boat gear would 
be burned, the tank's skipper ordered 
all hands to leave her in lifeboats and 
stand 
by. The engines had been 


stopped and La Habra drifted into the 
trough and, as she was deeply laden 
the seas, which were very high, washed 
over her. 
The chief officer and five men were 


in a boat towing astern when the 
hatches of the tank were blown off and 
cataracts of blazing benzine shot over 
her sides and stern. The boat's painter 
was burned off and the chief officer 
and his men went drifting down the 
blast being without oars or sail, and 
disappeared. 
The other boats were 


threatened with destruction by the 
burning benzine, which spread out all 
around La Habra, making her look like 
a fire ship in a lake ot flame.
